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CLAIMS 



1. (Amended) A cosmetic comprising 0.01 to 60 % by 
weight of one or more components selected from lipids 



0.05 to 20 % by weight of a terpene component selected 
from the group consisting of a-pinene, p-pinene, camphene, 
limonene, p-caryophyllene, cc-terpineol, borneol, nopol, 
isobornylcyclohexanol, santalol, cedrol, guaiol, vetiverol 
and patchouli alcohol. 

2. (Amended) The cosmetic according to Claim 1, 
wherein the lipids contained in the stratum corneum and 
analogs thereof are selected from among natural ceramides, 
ceramide analogs and fatty acid esters of steroids. 

3. (Amended) The cosmetic according to Claim 1 or 2, 
wherein the lipids contained in the stratum corneum are 
ceramide analogs represented by the general formulae (1)

5. (Amended) The cosmetic according to any one of 
Claims 1 to 4, wherein the terpene component is an extract, 
a steam distilled product or a pressed product of a plant. 

6. A cosmetic comprising one or more components 
selected from lipids contained in the stratum corneum and 
analogs thereof, and cedrol . 
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
